The great bell in the chu rch of 
Tong, England, weighs 4,8 00 pou nds, 
and the chu rch itself has a wonder­ 
fu l history . 
The chu rch and castle 
hav e grown hoary together. 
The lat­ 
ter Is said to hav e been the seat of 
Hengist the Sax on, whom Vortlgern 
called in to his assistance, and hav ­ 
ing beeu su ccessfu l in his warlike en­ 
gagements, he afterward begged of 
Vortlgern as mu ch land as an ox ­ 
hide wou ld cov er or enclose. 
On his 
req u est being granted, he cu t the hide 
into strips and had as mu ch land as 
it encompassed. 
Whereu pon he bu ilt 
the castle. 
Bu rke say s it afterward 
came into the possession of the Pera- 
bru gges, and su bseq u ently the Ver­ 
nons, by marriage of William Vernon 
of Haddon ; it passed Into the hands 
of the Stanley s. 
It at one time be­ 
longed to the last du ke of Kington. 
In the chu rch there are tombs of 
some of the knights of the manor of 
Tong. 
Among them are the Vernons, 
and it was Sir Henry Vernon who had 
the great bell placed In the belfry . He 
also gav e a rent ou t of his manor of 
Norton for tolling it when any Vernon 
came to town, probably Shiffnall or 
Newport 
(Salop), and It wou ld be 
heard at the White Ladles at Bosco- 
bell.

Th e Americanism commission at nn- 
tlonul h eadquarters of th e American 
Legion is making a determined tigh t 
to reduce to a minimum illiteracy in 
th e United States.

week, h eld annually th rough presiden­ 
tial proclamation. 
Since it was inaug­ 
urated in 1921, th e United States h as 
•come up from th e eleventh in illit­ 
eracy among th e enligh tened nations, 
to ninth . 
As regards illiteracy in th e United 
States, Garland W. Powell, director 
of th e Americanism commission and a 
member of th e national illiteracy com­ 
mission of th e United States, revealed 
th e following information; 
“Figures based on actual tests sh ow 
th at one out of every sixteen persons 
over ten y ears of age in th e United 
States cannot read or write; 0 per 
•cent of th e population of our country 
over ten y ears of age h ave h ad no 
sch ooling wh atever, and 4,9 31,9 05 per­ 
sons in th e United States over ten 
admit th at th ey cannot write—h ow 
<nany did not admit it? 
“Approximately one out of every 
four men drafted and examined for 
military service during th e World war 
was illiterate. 
“We spend over seventeen 
limes 
more for luxuries in our nation th an 
we do for education. 
In 1923, ip 261 
cities of 5,000 population or more, 
th ere was reported a sh ortage of more 
th an 300,000 seats in th e sch ools. 
“Th e Americanism commission 
in 
connection with its American educa­ 
tion week made It a point to en­ 
ligh ten th e public to th ese portentious 
conditions in th e h ope th at th e level 
of Illiteracy In th e United States may 
be lowered th rough education. 
In our 
American education week we set aside 
a day known as Illiteracy day , at 
wh ich time all Interested organisa­ 
tions 
and 
agencies 
considered 
il­ 
literacy problems and took construc­ 
tive steps to minimize th at menace in
